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5 . Remarks 

(1) The Written Opinion of the International Preliminary 
Examining Authority has opposed the present application as the 
lack of inventive step with regard to Claims 10-15, 2 0 and 21 
over the cited Reference Dl ( JP11-311137) , D2 ( JP2002-271908) 
and D3 (JP11- 136808) . We, thus, file an amendment today . In this 
amendment, we amended Claims 10, 13, 2 0 and 21 to make Claims 
10-15, 2 0 and 21 to have inventive step. We now explain about 
these points as follows. 

(2) Claims 10-12 

We amended Claim 10 to be dependent on Claim 1 which has been 
considered to have both the novelty and the inventive step in 
the Written Opinion of the International Preliminary Examining 
Authority. Claim 10 then became to have the inventive step. And 
Claim 11 and 12 are dependent on Claim 10 and should become to 
have the inventive step. 

(3) Claims 13-15 

We amended Claim 13 to be dependent on Claim 1 which has been 
considered to have both the novelty and the inventive step in 
the Written Opinion of the International Preliminary Examining 
Authority. Claim 13 then became to have the inventive step. And 
Claim 14 and 15 are dependent on Claim 13 and should become to 
have the inventive step. 

(4) Claim 20 

We amended Claim 2 0 to include the subject matter of Claim 
1 which has been considered to have both the novelty and the 
inventive step in the Written Opinion of the International 
Preliminary Examining Authority. Claim 2 0 then became to have 
the inventive step. 

(5) Claim 21 

We amended Claim 21 to include the subject matter of Claim 
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1 which has been considered to have both the novelty and the 
inventive step in the Written Opinion of the International 
Preliminary Examining Authority. Claim 21 then became to have 
the inventive step. 

(6) As explained above, Claims 10-15, 2 0 and 21 became to have 
the inventive step.
